FIGS. 1-22 are described in the description of the drawings as six separate and distinct 
embodiments of the compact disk folder booklet, and thus separate species of the compact disk 
folder booklet invention. FIGS. 24-31 are not described in the description of the drawings or the 
specification, but appear to disclose three additional distinct species from their physical 
arrangement.
